Before the lormal closure the workers olten 
meet to decide what rheir opeiont are and bow they can addreas the incipk 
enc problem TTwre are legal meana through which tbe woekers can adopt t^ 
foam of a coUacave but they must use political chaoneta to do so Oftencimaa 
the workers will lotentioMliy make the conflict piblic lO ordet to get public
